Social Security, you see, can only be drawn in the full 
amount if the drawee makes less than $3,240 a year if he’s 
under 65 and $4,000 if he’s 65 or over. р,

Muzzleloaders now 
need a permit 


TALLAHASSEE - Several years 
ago, the archers of Florida came to 
the Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission with a propos... In 
exchange for a special fee permit, 
give them ап opportunity t^ pursue 
their sport at a time when they 
would not be competing against 
modern firearms. 

Since then, archers have paid an 
additional $5 to hunt during any 
special archery only season. The 
system has proven so successful 
that recently the muzzleloaders of 
the state approached the Commis- 
sion with & similar proposal. 

Beginning this fall, archers and 
muzzleloaders who wish to hunt 
dürihg any Special müxzléloaders, 
archery or:primitive weapons (ar- 
chery and muzzleloaders) hunt will 
be required.to buy a $5 archery or 
muzzleloader permit. 

"Statewide, this means the per- 
mit is required for the archery 
season September 9 through Octo- 


ber 1 and the primitive. weapons 
only season in the Northwest 
Region Jan.'27 through Feb. 11," 
said Fred Stanberry, director of the 
Commission's Division of Wildlife. 
"On any wildlife management 
area which has special archery, 
muzzleloaders or primitive area 
stamp and hunting license will be 
required,” he continued. 


According to a list in the 1978-79 
Florida Hunting handbook, there 
are 34 wildlife mamagement areas 
open for special pre-season archery 
hunts, nine with special muzzle- 
loading gun seasons апа 11 with 
special primitive weapons hunts. 

Special. permits ‘apply to these 
bunts, Stanberry said. During -the 
general season beginning Novem- 
ber 11, any sportsmen wishing to 
hunt on a wildlife management area 
with a primitive weapon would not 
have to have the special primitive 
weapon pete:
